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WOODLANDS AS A CROP 
Farm woodlands occupy a larger part of the 
farms of this country than any other crop — as 
much, in fact, as all the cereal crops combined, 
according to the forest service of the United 
States departm ent of agriculture. Farmers own 
as much forest land as do all the lumbermen 
and other private holders together. 
At presnt, however, most farm woodlands are 
yielding only from one-third to one-half the 
wood they could grow. Because comparatively few 
farmers realize the possibilities in their wood­ 
lands or give the woodlands sufficient ca/e, the 
home forest is generally failing to contribute its 
full share to the farm bank account. Haphazard 
cutting without plan or thought for the future, 
letting the woods burn over, and too much graz­ 
ing in the wood result in deterioration in quality 
and value of the timber. Devoting woodland to 
the growing of scrubby trees is as much a case 
of mismanagement on the farm as using good 
pasture land to support scrub live stock . 
Timberland on the farm is capable of bringing 
in good returns. Saw logs, poles, piling, cooper­ 
age bolts, handle bolts, posts, pulpwood, spok e 
biock s, firewood, tannin bark —these are some of 
thé wood products of the farm that can be 
turned into money. They can be grown on the 
waste lands or the lands not required for other 
crops, the poor soils, steep slopes, rock y lands, 
wet lands, eroded lands, and unused corners 
011 
the farm. 
Well managed, the woodland increases the 
farm income. Farm forestry, or proper m anage­ 
ment of the woods, look s to growing more and 
better timber and k eeping the land constantly at 
work doing it. Some of the wroods management 
practices recommended by the forest service are: 
Cutting the mature, defective, overcrowded and 
inferior k inds of trees, leaving the straight, 
thrifty and better k inds for further growth; 
protection of the wood from fire and overgraz­ 
ing; planting trees 
011 “slack er” land and in open 
spaces in the woods; increasnig crop yields by 
planting forest-tree windbreak s; utilizing timber 
better by cutting low stumps and small tops, 
using home-grown woods 
011 the farm whenever 


they will fill the bill, and creosoting short-lived 
wood's to mak e 
them last longer; selling the sur­ 
plus tim ber and choicest grades not needed for 
home use.

A Real Battle 
Pop-guns and eap-pistols are ex?

posed increase of the duty on for­ 
eign sugar to three cents a pound 
T he attack is being led by A m eri­ 
can sugar producers operating in 
Cuba, w ith able support from the 
A m erican B ottlers of C arbonated 
Beverages, the Cuban governm ent, 
the Am erican Cham ber of Com­ 
m erce of Cuba, the Am erican F ed ­ 
eration of Labor and an assort­ 
m ent of oiner organizations and 
m em bers of Congress. 
On the oinci side are the, beet, 
cane ana corn 
sugar 
pro ducers 
operating entirely in 
the' United 
states, who will benefit by any in­ 
crease, and members of Congress 
from Siugar-producing states and 
the American Farm Bureau Federa­ 
tion. 


Sugar comes Into ' the . United 
States from Cuba. Hawaii. Porto 
Rico and the Philippines, but most 
of it comes from Cuba. 
W ith a 
preferential of 20 per cent Cuban 
sugar now pays a duty of 1.76 cents 
a pound; with the proposed three- 
cent duty it would pay 2.4 cents.

No one k new this better 
than Theodore Reese and Billy 
Sm ith, “upper class” boys, who, 
when they w anted a holiday, 
generously (?) carried in an ex­ 
tra supply of wood (just to aid 
the overwork ed leacher) and as 
generously stuffed the stove full 
of wood. Of course the drum 
caught fire and school was over 
for the day. 
One w intery day in the w inter 
of 1867-8 “Bill” Hittle, son of Mi­ 
chael, who attended this school 
persuaded my brother Alfred and 
myself to play "hook y” and go 
w ith him rabbit hunting, telling 
us of the marvelous riches we 
could am ass, from selling “rab­ 
bit ham s.” The snow was deep, 
the woods and thick ets dense 
and as we waded through snow, 
we occasionally waded through 
w ater, never saw a rabbit—not 
even a track —and a t eleven o’­ 
clock found ourselves a t 
the 
home of Mr. Borders, on the Tim 
W hite farm , (now owned by Bert 
Aik ens) nearLy frozen, our boots 
full of w ater and ice and our 
thirst for riches, by way of the 
rabbit line, entirely gone. 
All Bill Hitfcli had to do was to 
go home to an indulgent father, 
but it tvas different with brother 
and me, so we started, when

He was probate 
judge of Rush county three years 
and in 1844, was elected to the 
state legislature—a position he 
occupied two terms. A republican 
and m em ber of the Christian 
church, he died, on August 28, 
1883, survived by his wife and a 
num erous progeny.

H inchm ans 
and 
Grays 
w ith their collateral and direct 
relatives, form a good part of the 
population of Union township 
and are of a m ost desirable type 
of citizens. Nancy the youngest 
of 
Jam es 
H inchm an’s family, 
was born Septem ber 25, 1847 and 
became the wife of George W. 
Young, February 24, 1869 . To this 
union three children were born— 
two of whom, survive their par­ 
ents, (both of whom are dead)— 
Jam es Vinson Young and Dellia, 
now the wife of Judge Will M. 
Spark s and now grandparents, 
m ak ing the fifth generation of 
tha t fam ily since 1822. 
Well just as was said of Abou 
Ben Adhem, “may your tribe in­ 
crease” until this country con­ 
tains none less w orthy of honor 
and respect tha n the H inch­ 
m ans and the Spark s family.

An opportunity to visit a real 


log raising and feeding farm was 
afforded a representative of the 
.Daily Republican recently when 
he, accompanied by Frank Mul- 
liiis and Charles A. Frazee, was 
taken to the farm of Fred Bell as 
a guest of the owner and was 
privileged to see how the feeding 
and caring for hogs on a large 
scale is done. 


Mr. Bell is feeding 11S2 hogs at 


the present tune, 1015 of which 
be bought and is feeding out in a 
way that will give him the exact 
cost, the stock having been- paid 
for at the prevailing price and 
the cost of labor and 
feed 


charged against them. The owner 
has kept an accurate account of 
the money invested in the hogs 
that have been kept on -the 
home place" which is quite inter- 
esting. On April 24, 25 and 27 
hogs averaging 122.5 pounds and 
numbering 400 began feeding. On 
June 24 the average had jumped 
to 239.5 pounds and Mr. Bell ex- 
pects to sell them above the 300 
pound makr this month.-Of the 
original 400 but three have died 
which establishes a health "rec- 
ord that is hard to surpass.

WOODLANDS AS A CROP 


Farm woodlands occupy a larger part of the 


farms of this country than any other crop — as 
much, in fact, as all the cereal crops combined, 
according to the forest service of the United 
States department of agriculture. Farmers own 
:as much forest land as do all the lumbermen 
* and other private holders together. 


At presnt, however, most farm woodlands are 


yielding only from one-third to one-half the 
wood they could grow. Because comparatively few 
farmers realize the possibilities in their wood- 
lands or give the woodlands sufficient ca^re, the 
home forest is generally failing to contribute its 
full share to the farm bank account. Haphazard 
cutting without plan or thought for the future, 
letting the woods burn over, and too much graz- 
ing in the wood result in deterioration in quality 
and value of the timber. Devoting woodland to 
the growing of scrubby trees is as much a case 
of mismanagement on the farm as using good 
pasture land to support scrub live stock. 


Timberland on the farm is capable of bringing 


in good returns. £aw logs, poles, piling, cooper- 
age bolts, handle bolts, posts, pulpwood, spoke 
blocks, firewood, tannin bark—these are sonic of 
th^ wood products of the farm that can be 
turned into money. They can be grown on the 
waste lands or the lands not required for other 
crops, the poor soils, steep slopes, rocky lands, 
wet lands, eroded lands, and unused corners on 
the farm. 


Well managed, the woodland increases the 


farm income. Farm forestry, or proper manage- 
ment of the woods, looks to growing more and 
better timber and keeping the land constantly at 
work doing it. Some of the woods management 
practices recommended by the forest service arc: 
Cutting the mature, defective, overcrowded and 
inferior kinds of trees, leaving the straight, 
thrifty and better kinds for further growth; 
protection of the wood from fire and overgraz- 
ing; planting trees on "slacker" land and in open 
spaces in the woods; increasnig crop yields by 
planting forest-tree windbreaks; utilizing timber 
better by cutting low stumps and small tops, 
using home-grown woods on the farm whenever 


they will fill the bill, and creosoting short-lived 
wood's to make them last longer; selling the sur- 
plus timber and choicest grades not needed for 
home use.

This is not written, by way of 


disparagment, of the intelli-

Think of it! Thirty-two possible 


classes in our schools. However 
the legislature has mercifully en- 
acted a statute of limitations, be- 
yond which the child is not com- 
pelled to go. Opposed to the pub- 
lic schools?' Never! All that I 
have by way of education came 
to me by way of the public 
schools of Rush county and my 
own exertions and I could cheer- 
fully annihilate the dastard, who 
would attempt'their destruction, 
but I consider there is little dif- 
ference, between rendering them 
useless and destroying them. 


True a wonderful change has 


come over the state and the 
wants and needs of th^ society 
are different from the "fossil" 
age, but reading, writing, spell- 
ing, arithmetic, geography and 
grammar are as essential today 
as ever and sorry I am to say 
badly neglected.

James 
Hinchman was born to Monroe 
county, Va., January 24, 1800, the 
son of John and Sarah (Vinson) 
Hinchman, the former a native 
of Maryland, where the Hinch- 
mans lived, during the reign of 
the Calverts, and the latter was 
a native of Shenandoah county, 
Va. 


John Hinchman came to Vir- 


ginia when fourteen years old 
and there he married Sarah Vin- 
son. (It is from this ancestor 
that James V. Young, gets his 
midde name—not Vincent as of- 
ten used.) Here James Hinch- 
man was born and grew to man- 
hood and on April 11, 1822 he 
married Nancy Nickell, daughter 
of George and Margaret (Nelson) 
Nickell, natives of Monroe coun- 
ty, Va., and here Mrs. Hinchman 
was born September 5, 18Q4- 


At his marriage Mr. Hincnman 


received $250 from his father and 
soon .after started on horeback 
for Indiana, where he purchased

whose pathway led to the.cross. 
True ministers of God will un- 
derstand these wordsi and it is 
regrettable tnat the average 
layman.does not better under- 
stand the meaning and'thej;ost 
of a great and real ministry. 


It would help if a lesson like 


this were read in terms of the 
life of our own time. Are people 
of today less hard of forehead 
land less stiff of heart? Is the 
problem of the inan who would 
truly proclaim the word of God 
less acute? Are people in this 
prosperous and hard driving age 
more responsive to the voice of 
the prophet than were the peo- 
ple of ancient Israel If we seek 
to answer these questions we 
shall understand these words of 
Ezekiel. 


Triumph Over Obstacles 


It may be remembered that 


Ezekiel was a prophet in capti- 
vity, that he was among those 
who were carried off by Nebuch- 
adnezzar to Babylon. The great 
thing is that despite all discour- 
agements and difficulties he ful- 
filled his prophecy with a high 
heart. After all, the true man of 
God considers not his own f«el- 
ings or the outward results of 
his ministry. The great purpose 
in his heart is to be true to his 
inner light and call. 


If we have conceived of this 


lesson too exclusively in terms 
of the ministry, let it be remem- 
bered that in the New Testa- 
ment conception every believer 
is a priest and a- prophet unto 
God.
